How Fura are Preserved. 


"When we pot furs into storage 


•f of the aea«oii," said a furrier recent 
}y, "onr first care is to beat them 
thoroughly with rattans, to drive the 
dust out and to get rid of the moth 
eggs that nuay have been laid in 
them or been blown into them from 
the air. 
This done they are hung 


on wire frames that distend them 
and pat into closets that are lined 
with tar papor. Moths can not stand 
tho strong odor of tar, and never 
live long under its influence. 
Every 


three or four weeks tho furs are taken 
from the closets and beaten with rat- 
tans, and so in tbe course of a season 
every article has to be handled at 
least t. dozen times. In old times 
camphor wan used, but it was discov- 
ered that it hed a tendency to de- 
tract from their color and make them 
much lighter in hue. 
I suppose 


there is something in the dyes used 
for sable acid other dark furs tlfat 
camphor infl nences. Old women still 
use that ding, however, and when 
yon see a saalskin sacqne, or cloak, 
or dolman that shows streaks of gray 
of a muddy yellow, you can be sure 
that it has been kept in camphor 
through the hot weather. The whole 
secret of keeping furs is to beat all 
the dust out, of them and then keep 
them in a close closet impregnated 
by the odor of tar. Another old 
preventive was pepper, either cay- 
enne or common black, bat this has 
been abandoned, and some good 
housekeepers used to keep their furs 
in tobacco cuttings. I have seen 
moths flourish in tobacco, and where 
I have seen insect powders used they 
have sometimes injured the furs in 
some way or have been totally use- 
less in guarding them from their bit- 
ter foes. 
• "Another desideratum in storing 
f urs is strict cleanliness. We wash 
all the closats every spring with wa- 
ter and common washing soda, and 
the latter serves to destroy any moth 
eggs that may have got into tho 
place. Every closet receives a fre 
queut bath of the same kind. Thus 
we are never invaded by the moth; 
but should we show carelessness for 
a single week, the 'result would be 
disastrous. Muffs, collars and other 
small articles we keep in boxes,pack- 
ing with them sufficient tar paper to 
keep out the moths, nnd the shelves 
on which they stand are always kept 
free from dust." 


THE New York Herald, comment- 


ing upon I be close of the telegraph- 
ers' strike, says: "The strikers have 
conducted themselves well. If wires 
were cut and disabled no such bad 
and criminal work has been traced 
to them, and it is proper to hold 
them guiltless of lawlessness. Their 
strike became the occasion of a good 
deal of foolish and undemocratic 
writing in newspapers, which rushed 
to the side of the employers and 
against the employed, some journals 
even going so far as to suggest that 
laws be adopted to prohibit strikes 
by telegraph and railroad operators. 
The discussion which those extraor- 
dinary propositions caused has done 
no harm, except to those who showed 
themselves the snperservicoable sup- 
porters of' powerful corporations. 
The strikers evidently overestimated 
their own strength nnd endurance. 
They thought that the telegraph 
company could not get on without 
them. 1 hey forgot that the Ameri- 
can people adapt themselves with 
singular readiness to the most incon- 
venient cuanges, and did not foresee 
tbat the public, finding the telegraph 
110 longer able to serve it, at once 
took to transacting a large part of its 
business by mail, thus helping the 
companies to resist their striking 
workmen by lessening their business. 
But the strike has been extremely 
useful bj impressing upon the public 
mind tha absolute necessity of a 
government telegraph line to nfford 
that com petition which cannot oth- 
erwise bf> got, and which is now, 
more thfiu tiver before, seen to be 
nooessnry to protect 
the public 


against tho most serious interrup 
tion of business.
